There  were  8  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age, 
compared  with  15  in  the  previous  year,  giving  a  rate  of  33*33 
per  1,000  births.  This  is  the  lowest  rate  since  1920,  when  the 
lowest  rate  for  the  District  was  recorded,  and  20  per  1,000 
less  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 
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The  infant  mortality  rate  has  fallen  by  nearly  half  during 
the  last  thirty  years  as  is  shown  in  the  following  table  :

The  Death  Rate,  (12*  16  per  1,000  pop.),  is  0’13  lower  than 
in  the  previous  year  and  0’5  higher  than  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales. 

In  order  to  make  the  rate  for  individual  areas  comparable 
with  that  for  the  country  as  a  whole,  the  Registrar-General 
now  provides  an  adjusting  factor  for  each  area  to  make  it 
comparable  with  the  crude  death  rate  for  the  country  as  a 
whole.  This  factor  allows  for  dissimilarly  constituted  popula¬ 
tions  and  represents  the  population  handicap  to  be  applied  to 
individual  areas. 

The  adjusting  factor  for  this  area  is  0*75,  and  the  modified 
rate  works  out  at  9’E  which  is  2*5  lower  than  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales,  (11*6). 

The  average  death  rate  for  the  last  10  years  was  12*94  as 
compared  with  14*76  over  a  similar  period  30  years  ago.  This 
is  a  very  satisfactory  decrease,  as  the  average  age  of  the  popu- 
ation  has  been  steadily  rising  during  the  present  Century.

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Sec.  B.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH 
SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 

The  Public  Health  Staff  of  the  District  Council  consists 
of  a  part-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  a  Sanitary  Inspector, 
who  is  a  Certified  Inspector  of  Meat  and  other  Foods,  and  a 
Housing  Officer. 

The  County  Council  makes  substantial  grants  to  the 
Norfolk  Nursing  Federation  under  whose  auspices  district 
nurse-midwives  arc  provided  for  all  parishes  in  the  Area. 

Midwives  Act,  1936.— -Section  6,  which  prohibits  unqual¬ 
ified  persons  from  practicing  midwifery,  was  brought  into  effect 
on  the  1st  October. 

The  Central  Isolation  Hospital  for  infectious  dissases  at 
at  Dereham,  which  has  60  beds,  opened  to  receive  patients 
during  the  third  Quarter  of  the  year.  A  modern  Ambulance 
has  been  provided  and  the  old  Dereham  ambulance  serves  as 
a  reserve. 

The  Public  Assistance  Institution  at  Gressenhall  is  avail¬ 
able  for  cases  receiving  medical  relief  through  public  assistance" 
committees.  There  is  a  small  isolation  block  for  infectious 
cases. 

Part  of  the  former  Walsingham  Public  Assistance  Insti¬ 
tution  has  been  reconditioned  by  the  County  Council  to  serve 
as  a  County  Small  Pox  hospital.  Accommodation  is  provided 
for  20  patients. 

The  County  Laboratory  at  Norwich  undertakes  all 
bacteriological  examinations  in  connection  with  notifiable 
infectious  diseases.  The  assistance  of  a  bacteriologist  may  be 
obtained  to  assist  in  the  diagnosis  of  suspected  cases  of 
Cerebro-Spinal  fever. 

Diphtheria  anti- toxin  is  supplied  to  medical  practitioners 
by  the  District  Council  under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  steps  are  being  taken  to  provide  a  scheme 
for  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  which  should  materialise 
shortly. 

The  County  Council  offers  assistance  to  the  notifying 
practitioner  in  the  treatment  of  each  new  case  of  Tuberculosis. 
Ambulatory  cases  are  seen  at  the  Norwich  Tuberculosis  Dis¬ 
pensary,  while  those  unable  to  travel  are  visited  at  their  homes 
by  a  tuberculosis  officer.  Sanatorium  treatment  is  provided 
and  open-air  treatment  shelters  installed  'where  suitable  space 
is  available  adjoining  the  patient’s  home. 
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The  County  Council  administers  a  scheme  whereby  any 
woman  booking  a  midwife  for  her  confinement  is  offered  a  free 
ante-natal  examination  by  a  medical  practitioner.  The  services 
of  a  consultant  obstetrician  are  available,  and  difficult  cases 
may  be  admitted  to  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital. 
Cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  may  be  sent  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Dereham  when  institutional  treatment  is  necessary. 


All  cases  of  Maternal  Mortality  are  investigated  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  behalf  of  the  Maternal 
Mortality  Committee  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  County  Council  provides  free  supplies  of  milk  to  necessi¬ 
tous  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  infants  under  one 
year  of  age.  Applications  are  sent  by  medical  practitioners, 
midwives  and  health  visitors  to  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health 

The  County  Council  provides  dental  treatment  for 
necessitous  expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  who  contribute 
towards  the  cost  of  treatment  according  to  their  financial 
circumstances. 

An  Orthopaedic  Scheme  under  the  County  Council  pro¬ 
vides  treatment  for  crippling  defects  occurring  in  children  up  to 
the  age  of  sixteen,  tuberculous  cases  and  persons  in  receipt  of 
medical  relief  through  public  assistance  committees  being 
eligible  at  anv  age.  Cases  are  reported  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  by  medical  practitioners,  health  visitors, 
district  nurses,  etc.  and  seen  when  necessary  by  the  Council’s 
Orthopaedic  Surgeon  at  the  Jenny  Lind  Hospital,  Norwich. 
The  County  Council  also  provides  an  Orthopaedic  Hospital  at 
Great  Yarmouth  with  accommodation  for  40  patients. 

Institutional  treatment  for  in-patients  and  out-patients  is 
available  at  the  Norfolk  and  NorwichHospital  and  the  Jenny 
Lind  Hospital  for  Children,  Norwich. 

Rate  aided  cases  of  mental  disease  are  sent  to  St.  Andrew7’s 
Hospital,  Norwich,  and  a  psychological  clinic  is  held  at  the 
Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  once  a  fortnight. 

A  motor  ambulance  is  provided  for  Dereham  and  the 
surrounding  districts  under  the  auspices  of  the  Joint  Council 
of  the  Order  of  St.  John  and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society. 
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Sec.  C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

OF  THE  AREA. 

(l)  Water. 

A  bore  was  sunk  to  a  depth  of  110  ft.  to  supply  the  houses 
erected  by  the  District  Council  at  Stanfield. 

(2)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Further  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year 
about  the  condition  of  the  ditch  at  Lyng.  This  is  a  sewer 
with  very  little  fall  and  no  solid  bottom.  It  has  been  proposed 
by  the  Council  that  subsoil  drains  should  be  laid  on  stones  for 
the  first  100  ft.,  in  which  there  is  a  fall  of  1  ft.  9  ins.  This 
would  serve  to  effect  some  degree  of  filtration  before  the  pipe 
line  joins  the  ditch  lower  down.

New  systems  of  drainage  and  disposal  plants  were  pro¬ 
vided  by  owners  in  twelve  cases  with  the  advice  and 
approval  of  the  Council’s  Sanitary  Inspector. 

(3)  Closet  Accommodation. 

5  vault  privies  were  converted  to  pail  closets  during  the 
year  as  a  result  of  informal  action  by  the  Council. 

During  the  past  11  years,  372  vault  privies  have  been 
converted  to  the  pail  system. 

(4)  Scavenging. 

Scavenging  schemes  are  provided  by  the  Council  at 
Litcham,  Shipdham  and  Lyng,  all  being  carried  out  by  con¬ 
tract.  The  approximate  number  of  houses  served  is  80,  180 
and  120  respectively.

4# 
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Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1938. 

The  provisions  of  this  act  have  been  advertised  throughout 
the-  District  and  applications  for  houses  invited.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  118  applications  had  been  received. 

Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act,  1926. 

10  applications,  relating  to  22  houses,  were  received  for 
assistance  under  this  Act  during  the  year.  Grants  of  two-thirds 
of  the  cost  of  the  work  were  made  in  six  cases  and  in  four 
cases  half  the  cost  was  allowed. 

35  grants  have  been  made  by  the  Council  since  this  Act 
came  into  force. 

Schools. 

There  are  34  elementary  schools  in  the  district.  Repre¬ 
sentations  were  made  to  the  governing  bodies  of  the  schools 
at  Hockering,  Lyng,  Tittleshall  and  Weasenham  concerning 
the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  school  buildings. 

Litcham  School,  which  has  been  enlarged  during  the  year, 
is  provided  with  water  closets  :  2  schools  have  the  4  dry-

Scarlet  Fever  (13 )— The  13  cases  were  scattered 
among  9  parishes.  One  case  was  admitted  to  the  Norwich 
Isolation  Hospital,  where  she  developed  diphtheria  a  month 
later. 

Enteric  Fever  (2)— The  diagnosis  in  one  case  was  not 
confirmed.  The  other  case  was  sent  to  the  County  Isolation 
Hospital  where  recovery  took  place.  Extensive  enquiries 
failed  to  determine  the  source  of  infection. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia  (2)--* One  case  died  in  the  Norfolk 
and  Norwich  Hospital. 

Pneumonia  (2)— Neither  of  the  fatal  cases  was  notified 
before  death.  A  grant  towards  nursing  expenses  was  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  District  Council  in  one  case. 

British  Empire  Cancer  Campaign. —The  District 
Medial  Officer  of  Health  acts  as  Local  Secretary  on  behalf 
of  this  organisation,  which,  in  addition  to  providing  funds  for 
research  work,  forms  local  panels  of  medical  practitioners 
who  are  willing  to  give  lectures  on  cancer.  These  lectures 
are  designed  to  educate  the  public  about  the  nature  of  cancer 
and  to  stress  the  necessity  for  the  early  seeking  of  medical 
advice. 

During  the  year  lectures  were  given  at  Bawdeswell, 
Elmliim,  Garvestone,  Wendling  and  Whissonsett. 
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Cases  of  non-notifiable  infectious  diseases  are  reported 
to  the  County  and  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  by 
head  teachers  of  the  elementary  schools.  Instructions  are 
issued  to  the  latter  concerning  the  exclusion  from  school  of 
sufferers  and  contacts.  Children  are  visited  at  the  schools 
and,  when  necssary,  at  their  homes  by  health  visitors  under 
the  County  Council.
